May it please your Excellency, 

We, tlie Commissioners of Education in Ireland, respectfully submit the following 
general Report of our proceedings during the year 1893. 

We regret to have to report the death of two of our number during the year — His 
Grace the Most Reverend Dr. ICnox, the late Lord Primate, who represented the 
Armagh Protestant Local Board, and the Most Rev. Dr. Donnelly, Bishop of Clogher, 
the representative of the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Local Board. Their places have ol 

been filled by the election of the present Lord Primate by the Armagh Board, and the commi^on. 
Venerable Archdeacon Smollen, p.p., Enniskillen, by the Fermanagh Board. Only one 
other change has taken place in the constitution of the Commission since the date 
of our lastReport : the Right Rev. Monsignor Byrne, p.p., v.g., Dungannon, having 
been elected to represent the Tyrone Roman Catholic Board in place ot the Most Rev. 

Dr. O’Doherty, Bishop of Deny. 

We held ordinary meetings on January 26, April 13, July 15, and October L2, and M“U^«nd 
a Special Meeting on June 15. A Table of Attendances of the Commissioners is 
given infra, Appendix A, p. 8. As stated in our last Report, we elected the Right 
hev. Monsignor Molloy to be our Chairman, and the Provost of Trinity College to 
be our Vice-Chairman for the year. 

The Finance Committee met seventeen times during the year for the transaction of Cornmittw. 
financial business, and such other business, as we from time to time referred to them. 

A Table showing the days of meeting of this Committee, and the attendances ot 
its members, will be found infra. Appendix A, p. 8. 

Riere has been no change in our office staff since the election of our present Secretary Jf* ££ 
on January 26, 1893. We have, however, moved our offices from No. 5, Leinster street 
to the apartments at No. 23, Nassau Street, which were occupied by the Educational 
Endowments Commission.

periodical inspection, by competent persons, of all School buildings vested lnus. 


We 
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suggested that the services of Mr. Mitchell, who had been our Architect at. a salary of 
£84 per annum, should be made use of for this purpose, and wo asked Their Lordships 
to authorize an annual payment to him of .£50, out of the vote for the expenses of the 
Commission. The Treasury, however, declined to accept this proposal, and suggested, 
instead, that the work in question might be done by the Surveyors of the Board of 
Works, as part of their ordinary duties. This course was adopted by us ; all the 
buildings vested in us were inspected in the summer and autumn, and the reports of 
tho Surveyors were furnished to us. We print these Reports in the Appendix B, 
infra, p. 9. 


Accounts. 

* Our Balance Sheet and Accounts for the year 1893, which have been submitted for 
audit to the Local Government Board, appear in Appendix C, infra, p. 12. Our 
total receipts for the year, including a sum of Till 19s. lid., the dividends on the in- 
vested Building Funds belonging to the Cavan, Fermanagh, and Tyrone Roman Catholic 
Boards, amounted to £9,132 Gs. 2d., as against £7,103 17$. 9 d. for the year 1892. 

The large increase in the income of 1893 is due to the circumstance that a consider- 
able portion of the 1892 rents were only collected in the early months of 1893 ; while, 
on the other hand, the receipts during the year, on account of the 1893 rents, were 
somewhat larger than usual. With regard to the amounts distributed between the 
Local Boards of Education, it is to be observed that the division of the net income, 
from any given half year, does "not take place until some time in the succeeding half 
year ; and, accordingly, the amounts distributed, as shown by the accounts, are to be 
referred to income received during the hist half of the year 1892, and the first half 
of the year 1893 ; while the balances to credit, at the end of 1893, show the amounts 
available for distribution in January, 1894, in respect of income received during the 
latter half of the year 1893. 

In our remarks as to our Estates, we shall refer to the subject of Rents and Rent 
Collection. 

During the year, we invested a sum of £920 4s. 10 d., accumulations of income, in 
the purchase of £989 7s. Id. Government Stock, the particulars whereof will be found, 
infra, p. 17, Appendix C, No. V.

Local Boufa. The Local Boards . — In Appendix D we give a list of the present members and 

officers of the Local Boards of Education, and in Appendix E we print the Annual 
Reports of the same Boards. 

Armagh. I. Armagh District . — The Armagh Protestant Board is in possession, at a yearly vent 

of £231, of the buildings and premises formerly occupied by the Armagh Royal School. 
This rent was fixed, as stated in our last Report, having regard to the present value 
of expenditure proved to have been made, on the Armagh School premises, by private 
Protestant benefactors. 

The Protestant Board, in their Annual Report, refer to the terms under which they 
obtained possession of the School Buildings. They report the condition of the School 
as being satisfactory ; in December, 1S93, there were 18 Boarders and 32 Day Boys in 
attendance, as against 17 Boarders and 32 Day Boys on December 31, 1892. 

The Roman Catholic Board have not, as yet, established or recognised any school as a 
school to share in the Armagh Royal School Endowment, and they state that it is 
their intention to accumulate, during the period referred to in the Scheme as “ the first 
three years," their distributive share of the Endowment. 

During the year we distributed a sum of £400 between the two Local Boards ; the 
total income being £1,530 12s. Id. 

Cavan. II. Cavan District. — The School established by the Protestant Board in the premises 

of the old Royal School shows a slight falling off in numbers. In December, 1893, 
there were 26 Day Boys and 4 Boarders, while on December 31, 1892, there were 
30 Day Boys and 3 Boarders.

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St. Patrick’s College, Cavan, is recognised as the Catholic Intermediate School of the 
district. The number of pupils in attendance on December 31, 1893, was 54, of whom 
35 were Boarders, and 19 were Day Boys. 

The total income for the year was i6Ul 10s. 3c?., and we distributed between the two 
Boards a sum of £300. 

III. Tyrone District .— On February 24, 1S93, the Tyrone Protestant Board took Tvm* 
formal possession of their part of the old Dungannon Royal School premises in 
pursuance of the agreement for division referred to in our last report. And on March 

24, possession was given to the Roman Catholic Board of the garden and the field 
called Stuart’s field, which came to them under the agreement in question. 

In further pursuance of this agreement, the Roman Catholic share of the premises 
has been sold, with our sanction, for a sum of £350, which was paid to us in June, 1893, 
and thereupon a conveyance of this property, to Trustees for the purchasers, the Roman 
Catholic community of Dungannon, was duly executed by us. 

The Building Fund of the Tyrone Roman Catholic Board consisted, therefore, of a 
sum of £2,050 ; £1 ,7 00 being payable by the Tyrone Protestant Board, under the above 
agreement, and the balance being the sum of £350 paid to us, as stated above. At the 
request of the Tyrone Roman Catholic Board, we applied £33 5s. in discharge of half 
the cost of building a wall between the Protestant and Roman Catholic portions of the 
Dungannon School premises. The Tyrone Roman Catholic Building Fund is now, 
therefore, £2,011 15s. 0 d., of which £311 15s. Od. has been invested in Government 
Stock, £300, part of the above sum of £1,700, has lately been paid to us by the 
Tyrone Protestant Board, and the balance, £1,400, is still due by that Board, and 
bears interest in their hands at the rate of 4 per cent per annum. 

The Protestant Board report that the School which was opened by them iu the old 
School Buildings continues to make steady progress. On October 24, 1S93, there 
were 24 Boarders and 41 Day Boys in attendance, as against 33 Day Boys only in 1S92. 

The R,oman Catholic Board report that the attendance at the Academy opened by 
them is satisfactory, there having been 24 pupils in constant attendance for some time 
previous to November 7, 1893, and in December, 1893, the numbers rose to 26. 

The total income of the Dungannon School Endowment for the year 1893 was 
£2,237 155. 3d., and during the year we paid to the Tyrone Boards, on account of 
income, the sum £442. 

IV. Fermanagh District . — The School opened by the Protestant Board in the F-.rmanr.«h. 
Portora School Buildings has been well maintained during the year. The Board refers 

to the prosperity and success of the School, and they attached to their Report a list of 
the successes of their pupils for the year to June, 1893. In December, 1893, there 
were on the books 73 Boarders and 33 Day boys, as compared with S3 Boarders and 
39 Day Boys daring the last quarter of 1S92. 

The Roman Catholic Board reports distinctions obtained by students of St. Maearten’s 
Seminary at the Intermediate Examinations in the year 1892. when there were 
46 pupils in attendance at the Seminary. At the end of the year 1893 there were 
53 Boarders at the Seminary. 

The total income of the Royal School Endowment was £2,720 3s. 3c?., and we 
distributed between the Local Boards a sum of £630, 

W Donegal District . — At the date of our last Report, the question as to the expenditure Donegal* 
of moneys on Puvphoe Royal School Buildings, by private Protestant Benefactors, and 
the present value of such expenditure, remained undetermined. W e have since agreed to 
allow a yearly value of £10 in respect of such expenditure, and accordingly an abatement 
of that amount has been ordered to be made, as against the yearly rent of £63 payable 
by the Protestant Board, under then* tenancy of the premises in question. A School 
has been opened by that Board in the Raphoe Building, and in December, 1393, there 
were 32 Day Boys in attendance. 

The Roman Catholic Board report that the attendance at the High School, Letter- 
kenny, during the year to June, 1893, was the largest for the past six years. In 
December of the year 1893, 12 Boarders and 34 Day Boys were on the roll. 

We received £554 18s. 5 d. out of the Raphoe Royal School Estate during the year, 

■and we have divided, between the two Local Boards, the sum of £96 4s. 
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Other Endowment’s Vested in the Commissioners. 

1 . — Other Royal School Endowments. 

Banayhcr . — The estate is still in the hands of a receiver under the Court of Chancery, 
the Government debt having not yet been paid off. 

Carysfort . — A National School, in pursuance of the terms of Scheme No. 85, under 
the Educational Endowments Act, has been opened, by the Incumbent of B&llinaclash, 
in Sheeana Schoolhouse, which has boon put in complete repair. 

The Rev. John O’Muiloy, d.d., Parish Priest of Aughrim, has maintained a National 
School in the Macreddiii School, lie has also submitted plans for enlarging and 
improving that School, and has applied for a money grant from us for that purpose, in 
pursuance of Sec. 3 of the above Scheme. The negotiations with regard to this matter 
are still pending. 

During the year a sum of .£127 19s. Gd. has been divided between the above Schools, 
in equal shares. 


2. — Private. Schools. 

Clonmel Grammar School. — The debt which was due to us from the Endowment of 
this School stood at .£268 17a 5 d. at the <late of our last report. It has now been 
cleared off, and we have instructed our Solicitor to prepare the necessary documents for 
carrying out the terms of Section 9 of Scheme No. 45, in order to vest the School and 
the Endowment in the new Governing Body. 

Midleton. — Scheme No. 105, under the Educational Endowments Act, was finally 
approved of in the present year. By that Scheme, Midleton School and its Endow- 
ments pass into the hands of a Local Governing Body, who will, in future, have the 
sole management of the School. During the year past there has been a marked 
decrease in the numbers in attendance — the Boarders, at the end of the year, number- 
ing 15, and the Day Boys 13, as against 22 Boarders and 17 Day Boys in 1892. 

Ballyvoan School. — This School still remains closed. A Scheme has been framed 
by the Educational Endowments Commissioners for the management of that part of 
the Preston Endowment which was formerly applied for the benefit of the above 
School, and which, under the Scheme in question, is designated the Queen’s County 
Preston Endowment. It is proposed that the Ballyroan Schoolhouse and premises shall 
be sold, and that the income of the Endowment shall be divided between Abbeyleix 
and Maryborough, upon the establishment, by local authorities, of schools in these 
towns. 

The Scheme has not yet been finally approved. 


3. — The Diocesan School Endowments. 

We have no remark to make on these ; the Scheme for their future management 
being still before Your Excellency in Council. 


Estate Management. 

In Appendix C, No. TV. at the foot of the Accounts, will be found a Summary of the 
Rentals of our Estates for the year to September and November, 1892. 

On the Cavan and Fermanagh Estates, we granted an abatement of 15 per cent, 
on non-judieial rents, and on judicial rents an abatement equivalent to the difference 
between the rents as fixed by the Land Commission and 15 per cent on the old rents. 

On the Tyrone Estate, we sanctioned an abatement of 15 per cent, to non-judicial 
tenants. ^ With regard to the Donegal Estate, it was represented to us, early in the 
vear 1893, that there would be but little probability of collecting the full rents -which 
became due in 1892, unless we granted a substantial abatement. We therefore sanc- 
tioned an abatement of 25 per cent on the rents of this estate for 1892, provided they 
were paid before November 1, 1893. Upon these terms the whole of the year’s rent 
has been discharged, except the small sum of 3s. 3d. 
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The collection of rent on the whole during the year to September-November, 1892, Bent 
was not so satisfactory as for the year 1891. Including abatements at the rates CdteUw* 
mentioned above, and which amounted to £441 18s. 8 cl., our Agents accounted to us 
for a sura of £G,942 16s. 2 id., being £529 Is. llrf. less than a year’s rent. With 
regard to arrears, and excluding the Donegal Estate, which is now the subject Amm ' 
of a proposed sale to the tenants, the arrears of rent at the end of IS 92 rose to 
£4,844 3s. 2 from £4,326 14s. Ok/, in 1891. 

Our Agents’ Rentals for the year 1893 have not yet come to hand; we have 
authorized an abatement of 15 per cent, on non-judicial rents on our Tyrone Estate 
but we have authorized no other general abatement. 

The negotiations for the sale to the tenants of the Donegal Estate, under the Land 
Purchase Acts, are still pending. 

All which we have the honour to submit, for Your Excellency’s consideration, as our 
Report in the premises.

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APPENDIX B. 

REPORTS OF THE BOARD OF WORKS SURVEYORS ON BUILDINGS VESTED IN 
AND BELONGING TO THE COMMISSIONERS OF EDUCATION. 


I.— ROYAL SCHOOLS. 

1.— Armagh Endowed School— “The College.” 

Cavan, 30th September, 1S93. 

I made a, survey of the above premises on the 2Sth instant, and have prepared a rough pencil ground plan 
which I attach. — (site map will follow). 

Tho premises are extensive, as will be seen from the plan, affording accommodation for about 90 boarders and 
180 day pupils. The numbers on roll at present are 20 boarders ami 30 dav pupils. 

The original buildings were erected in 1774, and additions were made in 1849 and 1S74 — see plan. The 
walls are built with Armagh marble, unplastered on the exterior. 

All the buildings are sound and substantial, and have been well maintained. 

The building and plumbing repairs cost about. £20 a year. Nothing is required in this wav at present. 

The outside painting has been done every three years, and was last done in 1891 at a cost of £4". and at the 
same time £GG was spent in internal painting of a small part of the premises, and since then Mr. Gordon, 
Head Master, has spent £44 which he paid himself. The Schools at present occupied would require to be 
done up at a cost of probably £50. 

I attach an Ordnance Map with the position of the premises marked on it.

PS. — There are seven acres of land attached to the School, including about two acres of garden enclosed bv 
a wall 12 to 14 feet high. 


2. — Cavan Endowed School, late Royal School. 

Cavan, 30th September, 1S93. 

I inspected the above to-day and made a survey of the premises, and I attach a pencil plan of the principal 
floor. 

This School is much smaller than either Armagh or Enniskillen, the accommodation being for 50 boarders and 
about 50 day pupils ; the attendance at present is only 5 hoarders and 27 flay pupils. 

The buildings were, I believe, built in 1819, and are souud and in good order, except that the painting ana 
colouring of the exterior, and the greater part of the interior, would require to be renewed. Probable cost, 

The only works done recently to the buildings were laying on the town water two years ago when the Head 
Master, Mr. Hampton, came, and some trilling repairs to roof and drains done since then by Mr. Hampton 
himself, as no funds were available from the Local Board. 

The extent of land attached to the premises is 1G acres 2 roods 13 perches, statute.

3. — Raphoe Royal School. 

Londonderry, 30th September, 1893. 

Having inspected the Raphoe Royal School premises as requested, I have to report that the exterior of the 
main building is in tolerably good state of repair, but the plastering of the rere wall of library requires repair, 
also the wood cills of some of the windows. The woodwork of the windows, doors, and gates, Ate., of the front 
and flank of main building has been lately painted. 

The water cisterns, high up at rere of main building, and supported on brackets, have become displaced, 
leaning out from the wall, and will require early repair and refixing. 

The out-oflices are rough, dirty, and in bad condition ; the roof, slating, eave gutters, and down pipes, also 
the doors and frames and windows, all require general repair and painting. The privy ranges are particularly 
bad and defective in construction ; however, two of these ranges have undergone partial repair lately. 

The yard pumps and pipes, and indeed the plumbers’ work generally, are in bad condition. 

The ball-court is in good repair. The hospital, a detached building, is in good repair externally, but the 
inside is dii-ty, and requires the walls and ceilings to be repaired and lime whitened. 

The bath arid water-closet, and fittings in connection, are all in bad condition. 

The woodwork requires cleaning and painting. I may mention that the county road wall in front of this 
building has been removed lately, and the ground floor is being used tor some business in connection with a 
shirt factory. 

Tire interior of the main building has undergone repair and painting. 

Painting, colouring, papering in the halls aud several rooms, are now in excellent order, except the library, 
which has dingy walls and ceiling, but otherwise is in fair repair. 

I may mention that the library has been lately fitted with bench seats and communion tab.e and stove, and 
is being used occasionally for Dime worship. , nr 

The lower basement plan, comprising servants’ hall, kitchen, pantry, daily, garden, ana stores, have all 
rough flag floors, dingy walls and ceilings: all need cleaning and lime was hing . The smaller kitchen and 
scullery have been repaired, limewashed, anil fitted with new cooking range for Resident Master. , 

The rooms, formerly occupied by the Assistant Masters, over return wing, also servants’ room over 
.kitchen, ifcc., are all in want of general repair to doors and windows. The old wall paper and floor cloth should 
be removed, and walls and ceilings limewashed. The windows generally require new sashlines »ud slips, and 
to be made free to open for ventilation. ^ 
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The dormitory windows require the same treatment ; walls mid codings should be limowashed and wood, 
work painted. The floors are lirm, hut dry rot shows all over the surface, and one patch — 18 inches by 18 inches 
—is broken and needs piecing. . 

The water-closet is in Avorking order, but the other plumbing work is old and apparently not working for a 
long time past. „ ... , , „ 

The premises present all the appearance oi neglect ; the privies and ont-olliccs generally are in a d tscredit- 
abln state, and I have reason to suggest the desirableness of having the drain of tins promises thoroughly 
examined,’ opened, cleaned, repaired, or improved, as may be fonnd necessary.

4. Enniskillen Endowed School — ("Royal School, Poutoua ”). 

Cavan, 13th September, 1S93. 

I made a survey of the above premises yesterday, and attach a rough pencil ground plan In a ..'jnl scale. 
I have also marked Avitli a piuk border the bouudarios of the promisos on the Ordnnuco Map herewith, so fur 
as it goes. 

This School would accommodate 87 boarders and about 100 day pupils. At present thorn are. 78 boarders 
and 30 day boys. 

The original buildings, which comprise I believe most of those marked on Ordnance Map, were erected in 
1620 but additions have been made at different times since. They are all in fairly good repair at present. 
A sum of £650 was expended about three years ago in repairs to roofs, ire., altering the drains inside, and for 
a short distance from the building outside, and painting; lmtT believe the estimate for all the. repairs and 
alterations required at the time avus £1,300, and only half could he done as funds wore not available. The 
Head Master (Dr. Lindesay) has done some small repairs since at liis own expense. 

The roof would be required to be repaired in several places at present, and a good deal of internal painting 
and papering is wanted to put the buildings in proper repair. Probable cost, £150. 

The outside of the main buildings is cemented and coloured, and the colouring will soon require to he 
removed.

5. — Dvnoannon Royal School. 

Londonderry, 30th Sopteiubor, 1893. 

I have inspected the Dungannon Royal School premises, and have to report that tlic buildings are in a good 
state of repair. 

A number of alterations and improvements have been effected ill sulapting the building to the present 
requirements liotli in the Mule and Female Schools. 

The exterior and interior of the building have lately undergone general repair cleaning — colouring, and 
painting — except a feAV rooms not needing such. 

A new heating apparatus by means of hot water pipes hits been introduced and completed on the male side, 
and similar Avork is in progress on female side of building. 

'The Secretary of the School "Board informs me that the drains have been thoroughly and well reconstructed, 
and in connection with this part of the Avork I woidd suggest that the existing old privy range should be 
converted into Avater-closet, there being a continuous supply of Avatev available from the town Avuter Avorks, 
aud excellent main drainage. 

I am also informed by the Secretary that the sum of about £900 lias beeu expended on the work. 

The buildings are now in good repair, and the work has boon avoII done.

II.— PRIVATE SCHOOLS. 

1.— Midleton School, Co. Cork. 

I beg to report that I made' a careful examination of tlie above building on tho 13th instant. 

The school consists of three blocks, built at various times. The oh lost portion, “A,” is about 200 years old, 
block “B” Avas added some twenty-five years ago, and block c C ” about twelve yours ago. 



The buildings generally are in very fair repair, and originally were Avell built 

All buddings would require external painting. 

A portion would require internal painting and colouring. 

There is a ball-court attached. The wing Avail is much cracked, and would require rebuilding. The floor 
of this. court is paved Avith red tiles of a soft description: they are very much Avorn and cracked, and would 
require replacing with flags. 

There is a temporary structure of timber tarred, roofed with galvanized iron, in playground, used as a 
gymnasium. 

It is badly built, and woidd be a continual source of expense. I hope to forward a detailed ground plan °f 
premises in a few days.

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2. — Preston Endowed School, Navan. 

I have made a rough survey of this building situate in Trimgate Street, Navan, and forward herewith a 
ground plan of same. 

The main building is three storeys high ; walls in good order ; roof lair, a good deal sagged in parts but all 
water tight, and I could not see that any repairs were required. Internally the building is in fairly good 
order, and a good deal of painting and papering has been done last year, and some is in hands at present. 
Some of the floors have the appearance of being rather decayed, but ;i3 they were in great part covered I could 
not say they require renewal. 

None of the otlice-honses are in good order, aud would require extensive repairs, 


costing not less than £150, to put them into really good order, . . £150 

Yards require to be concreted or flagged, at a cost of, say £40, . . . 40 

General repairs to boundary walls, <fcc., say £25, ..... 25 

Cleaning up entire basement and whitening, 4c., £10, .... 10 

Or in all, say, ....... . £225

3 — Preston Endowed School, Ballyroan, Queen’s Co. 

Report on condition of above school and cost of repairs, viz. : — 

This school, which lias been derelict for more than a year, is in a very bad state of repair, the slating on the 
main building is fairly good, but the scullery, fowl-house, and coal-house, 4c,, roofs are in a very bad state, 
aud would require to be renewed, also the floors over scullery and fowl-house would require to be renewed, 
the rest of the floors, with a little repairing, could be made all right : the plastering of walls and ceilings also 
requires repairing ; kitchen, 4c., whitewashed, and walls of rest of house papered, and ceilings whitened, Ac., 
also internal and external painting and colouring of external walls ; cost, . . . £200 0 0 

The out-oflices (stable, 4c. i, require to be removed altogether, as the walls are badly cracked 
and out of plumb, and the roofs are so much sagged that they are dangerous and are not 
weather tight. 

The cost of taking down and rebuilding the out-oflices would be, . . . 16u 0 0

I beg leave to report having surveyed this building and premises on the 29th instant, plans of which are 
herewith submitted. 

The premises are very extensive, the main building comprising three floors and an attic, and on the whole 
it is in fair structural condition, but not having been occupied lor the last eight years {so I was informed by 
the town’s people) requires a general cleaning up, colouring, painting, and papering : the only structural repair 
required is a new concrete floor to brushing room (basement), and new flight oi steps from this floor to 
gymnasium, also some slight floor repairs. No caretaker resides on the premises, the keys being kept by an 
old woman who lives a mile away. 

The extensive range of out-officer, and the gate lodge, one room, are iu a dilapidated condition as regards 
windows, doors, and joinery work, and would require a heavy outlay to renew them. The gymnasium « a 
wooden roofed structure, the gutter of which lias damaged (with damp) the wail of main building. The privies 
would require a general alteration, and as the town water supply is about being laid on, it would be advisable 
to adopt a water-closet system. 

The sanitary arrangements and plumbing in the main building are of an obsolete type and should be 
superseded by modern fittings, 4c., bringing in the town supply before referred to. I could get no informa- 
tion as to the position or discharge of the drain from the budding, but think it must discharge into Cantwell 
Street. 

The boundary walls arc high and in good condition, but the grounds, especially in front, have too heavy a 
growth of timber and bushes. . . 

In estimating the cost of putting the premises into fair condition for occupation, I have to assume that 
all the buildings would be required (an assumption I think rather exaggerated, as no school at present re pares 
so many out-oflices).

REPORTS OF THE LOCAL BOARDS. 

I Report of the Armagh Protestant Board of Education for the year ending June 30th, 1893. 

The Armagh Protestant Board of Education beg to submit the following as tlieir Report for the year ending 
June 30th, 1893. 

A meeting of our Board was held on October 18th, 1892, when the Rejmrt of the Committee of the 
Commissioners of Education, which had been appointed to ascertain the lights of our Board under Clause 63 
of the Scheme, waB read. 

The Report was as follows : — 

“ In the opinion of tho Committee the claims must bo confined to those dealing with (lie benefactions of Primates Robinson and 
Beresford, both of which are admitted by the Committee.” 

11 These benefactions are estimated by the Committee nt £1 ,235 9s. lit/., and £2,096 8s. respectively, total £3,331 17i. lid.” 

•' The total expenditure on the buildings amounted to £13,189.” 

“ The present value of the buildings and premises, excluding lands valued nt £48 yenrly (estimated at 12 years purchase on a rent of 
£262), is £3,024." 

“ The value of the said buildings and premises now attributable to the benefactions is estimated at £756, t.e., one-fourth part of the 
present value of the buildings.” 

It appeared, however, that a question had arisen as to whether a head-rent of £40 7s. which is charged on 
part of the premises was payable by the Commissioners of Education or by our Board. 

At a subsequent meeting of our Board on November 22nd, a letter was read from tho Secretary to the 
Commissioners, by which the Commissioners offered the school premises to us at a rent of £231 per annum; 
the head rent to be paid by the Commissioners. 

On November 22nd we decided to accept the premises on tlieso terms, and authorized our Honorary 
Secretary to take them over from the Commissioners. And on the December 20th, 1 S92, formal possession of 
the premises was given to our Board. 

On January 24th, 1893, we decided that the Policy of Insurance subsisting on the premises should be 
allowed to lapse, and that a new one should be effected for £4,000. This sum is considerably less than the 
former insurance, but it exceeds the value placed upon the building by the Committee of the Commissioners 
of Education, who investigated the claims of the Board under Clause 63 of the Scheme. 

As the income of our Board from our share in the School Estates will be insufficient to meet the annual 
expenditure, it was decided that an appeal for funds should be made to the public. As a preliminary step in 
this direction the members of the Board undertook to obtain what donations and subscriptions they could 
from friends who were likely to give assistance. In this way we received £100 during the year in addition 
to the sum of £64 received in a similar manner up to June 30th, 1892. 

We have been thus enabled to discharge all the legal expenses connected with the investigation under clause 
63, and all other claims against us ; and we have in hand sufficient money to meet, for the present, all the 
most pressing needs of the Institution. 

It was found, however, that in the present uncertainty as to the political future of Ireland it was impossible 
to obtain further subscriptions, and that any general appeal to the public must be postponed. But wo hope, 
as soon as the present crisis is over, to obtain Bach assistance from the people of Armagh and from the old 
pupils of the school as will enable us to place the Institution in a position of permanent security. 

We have also received a sum of £61 Gs. 10d. from the Commissioners of Education, as our Bhare of the 
produce of the School estates. 

No change in the constitution of our Board has token place during the period covei'ed by this Report. The 
gentlemen who occupied the various offices connected with it, and who were acting on the Estates Committee, 
have continued to act in the same capacities, and the Lord Primate has continued to represent us as a 
Commissioner of Education. 

The condition of the School continues satisfactory. On Juno 30th, 1892, the number of Boarders and of 
Day Pupils were 12 and 20, respectively. On the same date of the current year there were 18 Boarders and 
32 Day Pupils, attending the School.

30th June, 1893. 


My Lords and Gentlemen. 

I have the honour of submitting to you the Second Annual Report of the Donegal Roman Catholic 
Board of Education, in accordance with the 48th clause of the Scheme approved by Order in Council on the 
22nd of May, 1891. 

The members of the Local Board for past year were the Moat Rev. Patrick O’Donnell, d.b., Chairman, 
Joseph M'Loone, Esq., j.p., Vice-Chairman, Right Rev. Monsignor M'Fadden, Treasurer, Very Rev 
Charles M “Glynn, Hon. Sec., Very Rev. Joseph Boyle, Rev. Patrick Brennan, Manus M'Fadden, Esq., j.p’ 
Hugh M'Devitfc, Esq., and Patrick M‘Menamin, Esq., j.p. The Catholio members of the Estates Committee 
were the same as in the previous year. There was no chango made in the School Committee. 

Four meetings were held by the Board during the year ended 30th June, 1893 ; at three of them the Most 
Rev. Dr. O’Donnell presided ; Mr. M'Loone presided' at the other meeting. 

The members appointed and authorized to sign cheques on behalf of the Board are the Most Rev. Dp. 
O’Donnell, the Right Rev. Monsignor M'Fadden, and Joseph M'Loone, Esq. Each cheque shall he signed 
by at least two members thereto authorized. The bank selected by us for keeping accounts is the Hibernian 
Bank, Letterkenny. Directions were given to the Hon. Sec. to procure a dry seal engraved on steel with 
suitable stand, the impress being “ Donegal Roman Catholic Board of Education.” 

The Very Rev. E. Maguire, D.D., Maynooth, was unanimously elected to represent this Board as 
Commissioner for the year 1893. 

In accordance with clause 56 of the Scheme two cheques of £50 each have been drawn on the bank account 
of the Board to help to meet the current salaries of the masters of the High School, Letterkenny. The Most 
Rev. Dr. O'Donnell, acting for the Education Committee, secured, in a temporary way, the services of the 
Rev. J. Brennan to assist in preparing the students for the Intermediate Examinations. It is satisfactory 
to note that there was a larger attendance of students during this year than in any of the past six years. 
The number who attended at the beginning of the academic year was twenty-eight, at the end of the year 
thirty-four, the highest number at any time of the year being thirty-seven. 

At the meeting held on the 16 th May the Board fully concurred in the resolution passed by the Commis- 
sioners of Education in Ireland, viz. : — “ That the Commissioners grant the abatement recommended by the 
agent of the Townawilly estate, that is 25 per cent to all tenants who shall pay the abated rent on or before 
the 1st November next. That it be an instruction to the Finance Committee to take the necessary step3 to 
perfect the sale of the said estate to the tenants as soon as possible.” 

An audited account for the year ended 30th of June, 1893, is sent herewith.

In presenting the Report for the year ending 30th June last, the Governors have pleasure in referring to the 
continued prosperity of Portorn Royal School ; to the efficiency of the teaching staff ; to the large attendance 
of scholar's ; and to the success of those pupils who presented themselves at the Examinations at Trinity 
College, Dublin, last October and February — one Day Eoy, whose entire scholastic education was taken at 
Porters, having obtained First place in First Honours, while several others also secured high positions on these 
occasions. In addition to these distinctions twenty-three pupils passed the Intel-mediate Examinations in 1892 
_^ee Schedule of Results annexed. 

The attendance at the School has been almost the same as during the previous year — the figures for the last 
term this year being 81 boarders and 35 day boys (of whom 2 were free pupils) — total 116, against 120 ns in 
last report. 

One of the Assistant Masters — Mr. R. J. Semple if. A. — resigned his appointment last October, and Mr. R. 
T. Mills, a distinguished graduate of Edinburgh University, was selected to fill liis place. 

The dilapidations in the Examination Hall building, referred to in last Re]>ort, have been repaired j and the 
outlay on this necessary work has been met by the generous benefactions of a friend) who has taken a deep 
interest in the success of tho School. All the buildings are now in a fairly good state of repair, and they are 
all utilized for scholastic purposes. 

Although the income from the Estate has fallen considerably since this Board came into existence, neverthe- 
less by practising the utmost economy, and by the aid of the donation already referred to, the Governors have 
succeeded in meeting their liabilities to the Masters and others.

To the Commissioners op Education in Ireland. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

We have the honour to submit to you the Second Annual Report of the Fermanagh Roman Catholic 
Board of Education for the year ending 30th June, 1893. 

Within this year the Board, in compliance with see. 41 of the Royal Schools Endowments Scheme, held four 
meetings — September 13th, December 7tb, March 29th, and June 21st. A meeting was summoned for 
March 3rd, but a quorum of the members did not attend. 

At the meeting held December 7th, the Most Rev. James Donnelly, d.d., was re-elected a Commissioner for 
the year 1893, and resolutions already forwarded to the Commissioners were passed. 

At the meeting held March 29tli the Board re-elected the Most Rev. James Donnelly, d.d., Chairman, Very 
Rev. Archdeacon Smollen, p.p., Enniskillen, Vice-Chairman, ancl D. Carolan Rushe, Esq., B.A., Hon. Sec., 
having forgotten to do this at the December meeting. 

The Ecclesiastical members present co-opted the Rev. Patrick Smyth, p.p., Tydavnct, in place of the Rev. 
John M'Ginniss, whose membership ceased in consequence of his non-attendance at the required number of 
meetings of the Board in the previous year. 

Routine business was transacted at the June meeting. At the opening of the academic year, September, 
1892, 38 boarders and 2 day boys were on the College Roll of St. Macarten’s Seminary, the largest number 
attending the School at any time during the vear was 46.

IX. Report of the Tyrone Protestant Board of Education for the year ended June 30, 1893. 
My Lords a yd Gentlemen, 

I beg to submit the report of this Board for tho year ending 30th Juno, 1893. 

Theinembers and officers are -.—James Brown, Esq., J.P., Ivy Bank, Donaghmorc, Chairman ; James A. 
Dickinson, Esq., c.E., College View, Dungannon, Vice-Chairman ; Rev. Lewis Richards, d.d., The Rectory, 
Dungannon ; Rev. H. B. Wilson, d.d., The Manse, Cookstown ; Major Burleigh Stuart, Dergrnoney, Oinagh ; 
James Dickson, Esq., j.p., Miltown House, Dungannon; William Wilson, Esq., J.P., Ci-anebrook, Coalisland; 
W. J. Venables, Esq., Cookstown ; Thomas H. Aikin, Esq., J.r., Dungannon ; Richard Love, Honorary Sec- 
retary, Dungannon. 

During November last the Board received with much regret an intimation from tlic Ven. the -Doan of Clon- 
fert, resigning his seat, and stating that owing to failing health he was no longer able to attend the meetings 
at Dungannon. The vacancy thus created has been filled by the election of Major Stuart, who was nominated by 
the Diocesan Council of Derry and Raphoe to represent it on this Board in the room of the Dean of Clonfert." 

Commissioner of Education. — The Rev. Professor J. B. Dougherty, m.a., was duly elected Commissioner of 
Education. 

Royal School Premises. — On the 11th February, 1893, the Board received from your agent possession of the 
buildings and premises to which they were entitled tinder the “ agreement.” These buildings have undergone 
very extensive repairs. “ Mnsgrave’s patent system of small pipe hot water heating ” has been introduced 
through the schoolrooms, dormitories, <kc., with most satisfactory results. A thorough system of sanitation has 
been carried out, under the auspices of the engineer of the Ulster Sanitary Association, in a very efficient 
manner. (See report of Medical Officer, Surgeon Lieut.-Col. Twigg, enclosed.) 

Gymnasium . — The gymnasium has had a thorough renovation, and has been fitted by Spencer, of London, 
with the most recent apparatus, all of which can be removed at pleasure, and leave a commodious and handsome 
hall. In this hall the Commissioners of Intermediate Education have held the examination for this centre, 
thereby conferring a boon on the candidates of the district. 

Laboratory. — A useful laboratory, with suitable fittings, has been formed in a room adjoining gymnasium. 
The Board, being desirous of fostering instruction in chemistry, will devote special attention to this branch 
during the incoming season. 

Estates Committee. — Messrs. James Dickson, William Wilson, and W. J. Venables were again elected, and 
have had one meeting in conjunction with a similar Committee of the Roman Catholic Board. 

Acting Committee. — Messrs. James Brown, James A. Dickinson, and James Dickson were appointed to this 
Committee, and have been most assiduous in the various duties devolving on them. Five meetings have been 
held, besides keeping constant supervision of repairs, outlay, &c. 

Scfiool Committee. — The members of this Committee are James Brown, Esq., James A. Dickinson, Esq., Rev. 
Dr. Richards, R. F. Dill, Esq., James Dickson, Esq. Two meetings have been held. 

Finance. — The various items of receipts and expenditure will be found in the “ Audited Account ” enclosed 
herewith. 

Insurance. — The insurance of the premises was arranged and effected in February last. 

Free Places. — After competitive examination held in October, 1892, one boy was elected. Another exami- 
nation was held iu June, 1893, when two boys were elected. About this latter date it is decided to hold these 
annual examinations. 

School . — In this department it is gratifying to report steady progress. The Head-Master, R. F. Dill, Esq., 
m.a., Oxorn, says, “ I am able to report very favourably of the industry of the pupils, and of their attention 
to their studies.” “ That the present teaching staff consisted of himself taking ‘ Senior Classics ’ ; Mr. Stanley 
N. Hoare, B.A., Major Scholar, Trinity College, Cambridge, and 14 Wrangler, ‘ Mathematics and Physics,’ ; 
Mr. G. N. Touchburn, b.a., t.c.d., ‘English and Junior Classics'; Mons. E. Lacroix, B.sc., Paris University, 
* Modern Languages ’ ; and that he had latterly given the position of pupil teacher to Mr. Stanley Moffatt, who 
at last R. U. I. Examination had won a classical scholarship. Al l these seem to be doing their work 
thoroughly and successfully. There are at this date 24 boarders and 41 day boys in attendance.”
